i both offices. The elec- 
tion was unanimous. 

Three candidates were promi- 
nently mentioned for the place when 
the trustees assembled— Rev. F. EL 
Kerfoot and Rev. J. R. Sampey, 
Louisville, and Rev. John P.Greene, 
• of Missouri. There was a report 
that Dr. Greene would not accept, 
but later developments showed that 
it had no effect on the trustees. 

Shortly after the trustees came to 
order a letter was received Jrom 
Rev. F. H. Keerfoot, stating that he 
was out of the contest for president 
and professor of church history. 
Rev. Sampey got out of the race 
and the unanimous selection of Dr. 
Greene followed. 

^he election of Dr. Greene is 
virtually a victory for the Whitsitt 
people, for Kerfoot had been ardent- 
ly championed by the Eaton crowd. 

Rev. John P. Greene is a distm 
pnished member of the Baptist 
church. He was born in Scott 
county, Mo., August 20. 1849. He 
received his first education at La- 
grange College in Missouri, after 
which he matriculated at the South- 
ed Baptist Theological seminary, 
graduating here in 1879. He is 
president of the William Jewell 
Baptist College at Liberty, Mo.

Disinfecting. 

As the warm weather comes, the 
tendency is to throw open the op- 
enings of the poultry department, 
and let in the fresh air to disperse 
the impure air of the buildings 
which has accumulated during the 
time they have been kept closed. 
Tt is all right to let the pure air in 
and to rarify the impure air of the 
interior of the buildings, but this 
may not be all that is necessary 
The warm weather may revea 
odors which did not seem apparent 
when the weather was cooler, and 
some of them may be itensificd as 
the days become warmer. 

The way to best get rid of all bad 
odors and impure air of the poultry 
department is to disinfect them, and 
no better substance can be employ- 
ed in this than a generous supply 
of whitewash. It is not only the 
best way, but it is the cheapest. 
To make it do its best it should be 
used without stint on the inside and 
on the ceiling, on the nest boxes, 
and on the roosts, and the floor 
may have some of it without doing 
any injury to it. What would be 
better for the floor will be airslaked 
lime. 

The roosting place and the yards 
may be sprinkled generously with 
a solution composed of copperas. 
This drug is very cheap, and it dis- 
solves readily in water. A very 
good way to apply this is by the 
use of a sprinkling can. It 
kill a bad odor at once, and is also 
fatal to disease germs. Do not be 
satisfied with plenty of pure air, 
but disinfect the premises. Pure 
air is good, but the bad air w ants 
to be made good or made harmless,
